Coach Newman and His Gridders Seek to 


Win Sectional Football Honors—Large 


Crowd From Covina to See Game 


THE CHOICE OF THE PEOPLE 


Coach "Chief" Newman has his team of. Covina "Colts" in 


good shape to make the trip to Bakersfield Monday to meet 
Goldie Griffith's "Drillers" in a football game that will be the 
only north-south contest in the state this year. 


A large part of the city of Covina is expected to make the trip 


to the northern city, more than two hundred to accompany the 
team on the Southern Pacific seven-car special, and many other 
hundreds are going by automobile. Besides the football squad, 
thirty-seven of the high school students have made reservations 
for the special train, which will leave at 5 o'clock a. m. 


This will be the second crucial game'in which the Covina and 


Bakersfield teams have met, the latter team nosing Covina out 
of a state championship by one point in a game at the Los Aiige- 
les Coliseum in 1925. Bakersfield is the holder during the last 
eight years of six state championships, while Covina has won 
the southern California honors twice. 


This year the two teams would seem to again be very evenly 


matched, each having won all but two games played. Bakers- 
field has suffered disastrous defeats—one to Stockton, 26-0, and 
one to Lodi, 26-6. The latter game was played last Saturday 
and it is claimed the Lodi "Flames" left their opponents in a 
bad way, one or two of the Bakersfield boys being too severely 
injured to play in the Covina contest. It is said that the Bak- 
ersfield boys were weakened by an epidemic of "flu" at the time 
of its defeats, and they will have had a chance to be recovered 
for the Armistice day game. 


No doubt the Drillers will go into the game as strong favorites 


in their home town,%i*ut the. Coviixa boys have a good chance 
to win if they play the strong offensive arid defensive game they 
did against the U. C. L. A. frosh and Santa Ana.

Coach Tex Oliver of the Santa Ana

He started the game with a second 


string and after the Covina boys had 
them beaten by two touchdowns, shot 
in an entirely new and fresh first 
string bunch of players who were 
able to sweep the Covina boys off 
their feet for a few minutes and put 
over 
two 
touchdowns. 
However, 


thanks to Captain Chamberlain, the 
Covina touchdowns were converted, 
while those for Santa Ana were~not, 
making the score, 14-12, which was 
final.Covina probably woud have 


beaten the first-string boys, had 
they started the game, as easily 
as they did the combination. 
This was shown by the fact that 
after they had-time to solve the 
first-string offense they again 
had the best of things in the last 
quarter, almost putting over a 
third touchdown. As it was, the 
Covina boys were playing in 
their fourth. quarter, while the 
fresh Santa Ana boys were play- 
ing only their second. 
But things did look bad for Co 


vina. during the third quarter. Those 
first-stringers seemed to have every 
thing, including one of the best higl 
school backfield men seen in actioi 
this 
season—Reboin, who playec

directed by Mrs. G. W. Mitchell and Mrs. Mary Coman. 


In Covina and its outlying districts there was no confusion 


at the polls at any time during the day, despite the unprece- 
dented vote. The election officers are to be congratulated on 
the efficiency of their work. 


Closing tabulation of the country as a whole but emphasizes 


the tremendous popular vote by which Herbert Hoover and 
Charles Curtis have amassed majorities, winning an electoral 
vote of 444, leaving Smith and Robinson with only 37 votes.

EXPERIENCES ON BOARD SHIP 


The following are letters received 


during the last three weeks by Mr. 
and Mrs. Hervey Werden of the Pal- 
ace of Sweets from their son, Shirley, 
•who is on a four-months leave of ab- 
sence from the business. Shirley was 
offered a position off' board ,a Dollar 
Una freighter carrying cotton from 
New Orleans to the Orient, and left 
quite suddenly on last August 25. No 
word was heard from him until the 
arrival of his first letter six weeks 
later. 


Two Weeks From Home, 
One Week from Kobe, Japan. 
Sunday, Sept. 9, 1928. 


Dear Folks: 


Well, first of all that ia upon my 


mind is, "How are things getting 
along without me, and does my ab- 
sence leave too big a hole in the 
force at the Palace I" This trip, as 
you know, certainly came up in ^ a 
hurry, and I had to make my decis- 
ion as to whether or not to go in 
very much the same way. If things 
are O. K. there, then taking this 
trip will be one of the best things 
I have ever done. 


Now to toll you all the news. Gee 


I simply don't know where to start 
because never before in all my life 
have I had such a radical change in 


. my living as a whole. It certainly i 


a different life than I ever thot ex 
isted on land or sea. The radica 
change in work and the education 
am getting sitting back and watch 
ing people of an entirely differen 
class than I have been accustomed t 
dealing and associating with. I am 
sure when I get home that any char 
acter will be strengthened a hundre 
times just from observing so man 
different types of individuals. Thes 
gentlemen of the sea live up to all 
that is said of them, and then some. 
They can tell stories by the yard, 
play cards by the hour, and spend 
money on shore faster than it takes 
to tell about it. There are only a 
few of the crew of about thjrty that 
I associate with, and I find plenty of 
time for reading, writing, or other 
things the rest of .the time I am off 
duty. The purser (in whose office I 
am now) is a fine married man with 
a family from "Nu Oaluns," and so 


help me Peter, it was about a week 


eforc I could understand his south- 
rn talk. You see, the home port pf 
liis ship is N'ew Orleans, and prac- 
ically all the crew are from around 
lie south and Philadelphia, and be- 
.cvc me, for the first week I thot I 
vas in a strange country; and I am 
x'cept that there isn't any land. But 


manage to take care of myself 


licely, and am learning more all the 
ime. There are several fellows on 
>oard my age or younger that are 
nice, but the rest are real merchant 
sailors'. 


On this boat most everyone works 


four hours and off eight hours. That 
•uns thruout the 24 hours of the day 
[ do some physical work in the day 
shift, then stand on watch with two 
able seamen, relieving watch in the 
oow for awhile, and then steering 
the ship for an hour in the pilot's 
room. And, what I mean for the 
first twelve nights it was plenty cold 
in the middle of the night, but now 
it is getting warmer. Outside of a 
cold the first week, I haven't been 
sick at all, not even seasick. An1 
I want to tell you that we have ha 
some darn rought weather, the wors 
being from Sunday night until 
a.m. today. We took plenty of wate 
over the starboard side, and I a 
most broke my neck walking alon ; 
the decks, in fact yesterday after- 
noon (Monday) I was working on 
the bow and a couple of waves came 
and smacked me in the back and 
soaked me thru. I was working with 
the '' riggin,'' which are pulleys, ca- 
bles, ropes and booms that are used 
to unload the cargo. Now that we 
are only about a week from port, 
where we discharge some of the car- 
go, we have to get the things in 
shape so the Chinks or Japs can 
start right to work when we arrive. 
The cargo on this boat is considered 
rather a dangerous one, 'consisting of 
cotton, gasoline and kerosene in 
cases, some pig iron, etc. There are 
rigid restrictions as to smoking, and 
it is certainly a good thing. The load 
coming back will probably be copra 
(cocoanut pulp with most of oil ex- 
tracted) from the Philippines, and 
sugar and canned pineapple from the 


[awaiian islands, if that route is 
ikon. There has been some talk 
wit we go up into Russia for beans, 
ut that is not probable. 
The purser has kindly lent mo his 
nbin and typewriter, of which I am 
ow taking advantage, and am leani- 
ng that there are worse typewriters 
han ours at home. 1 can think of 
ots of things to write when on 
vatch, but they don't occur to me 
ust now, so will have to retire. 


The rest of the letters will proba- 


ily be just postcards here and there. 
Jive my regards to Clark and Schat- 
azel, and to all the school teachers, 
Bill and Buth Temple, for I don't 
;hink I'll have time to write to all.

Early Days in Covina 


Sept. 13, 1928—5:30 p.m. 
Written on top deck above 
forecastle. 


Dear Folks: 


Am writing here in the open, for 


it's too hot in the bunks. The last 
three days have been the best wea- 
ther we've had yet. Up until then 
it has been cloudy and stormy, with 
occasional squalls. 


The ship I can't describe, or even 


diagram so that you'd get the idea, 
but from what is said, it is a darn 
good freighter, and everyone is satis- 
fied with all except the eats, which, 
I am convinced, is a universal crab; 
bing point, no matter how good or 
bad the food is. But when I reach 
Kobe I'll change my diet to a can of 
peanut butter, crackers, and all the 
fruit I can carry. 


The, cruise we are taking is what 


we call the northern route, which is 
supposed to be the shortest. All I 
can say is that it takes us about 
1600 
miles north of Honolulu, and 


the closest to land we have been 
since Point Conception (California) 
was 800 .miles from the coast of Si- 
beria. We are now about 600 miles 
from the coast of Japan, and less 
than 1000 miles from Kobe. The 
average speed for the trip is a little 
better than 10 miles per hour; about 
240-270 miles per 24 hours. That 
doesn't sound so much, but figuring 
it for each hour, day in and day out 
for 23 days without stopping, it 
amounts to some trip. We carry 
8000 tons of cargo valued at a little 
over two .million dollars. The trip 
taken home is the southern route 
from Philippines to Honolulu, which 
is the warmest from this time of 
year. I am a little afraid of the ty-

Herbert Hoover has been chosen president of the United 


States by the largest and most representative expression of 
popular will in the history of the country. The Republican 
parly, its record, its principles and its chosen leaders have 
retained public confidence. 
Choice of the 
Republican 


nominee was not confined to any section of the nation or to 
any class of our population. 


For the first time in many decades a President of the 


United Slates will assume his duties with the comforting 
and t'ncourasi'ing knowledge that he is in literal fact the 
approved leader not alone of an undivided party, but of a 
unified people. Sectionalism has been deeply buried in the 
Hoover landslide. 


And in defeat Governor Smith has shown a greatness of 


spirit and a ready willingness to extend a feeling of good 
will toward his successful adversary which will not only 
cause his own admirers to regard him with added affection, 
but will widen aud strengthen a feeling of respect felt by 
those who opposed his political ambitions. 


The overwhelming character of Hoover's victory should 


set at rest for all time any thought that personal prejudice, 
class hatred or religious intolerance played any determining 
part in the result. These ugly and harmful aspects of the 
election assume their true proportions when compared with 
the considerations actually affecting the outcome. 


Those elements of the population which expected national 


approval of the appeal of Gov. Smith to the antiprohibition 
.sentiment of the country have received an answer which 
is neither equivocal nor inconclusive. The American people 
as a whole favor the eighteenth amendment and its honest 
enforcement. Sections having majority sentiment for modi- 
fication are decidedly in the minority so far as the whole 
population is concerned. 


Gov. Smith based his principal appeal upon this issue. 


His discussion of other national issues was centered 'on a 
program of attack and criticism of the. Republican adminis- 
tration, the Republican platform and .the declarations of 
the Republican nominee. 
Election returns show that he 


did not seriously impress the country with his views on the 
conduct of federal business. 


Hoover goes into office under true colors and with no 


legitimate reason anywhere for misunderstanding what he 
proposes to accomplish. 
He consistently lived up to his 


acceptance speech pledge to make his meanings clear and 
his purposes plain. 


The plain fact that he is the first Republican presidential 


nominee to receive the electoral votes of such states'of the 
Solid South as Virginia, Texas and Florida, while retaining 
unimpaired the support and confidence of all sections nor- 
mally showing Republican majorities, is a subject for na- 
tional rejoicing. 


Hoover has the breadth of vision, the strength of char- 


acter and the determination to carry on and strengthen 
this most auspicious tendency of the people to wipe out 
lines of sectionalism which have been based upon conditions 
no longer possessing any genuine cause for existence. 


• The people have shown themselves satisfied with the ad- 
ministration of federal affairs by the Republican party and 
its leaders. The election of Hoover on his pledge to con- 
tinue and extend the policies of President Coolidge is a 
specific and direct endorsement of those policies and in a 
very real sense constitutes an expression of approval of 
Calvin Coolidge himself. 


The sound, homely, abiding virtues of the man who will 


retire next March as the head of our national government 
have played no small part in this great contest, now de- 
cided. He will retain the confidence and respect of the 
people whom he has served ho well and thru the years will 
have increasing proof of their affectionate regard. 


Hoover will assume his new and greater responsibilities 


after gaming an experience in governmental affairs and in 
human contacts which exceptionally qualify him for the 
presidency. 
Now stripped of all political significance and 


no longer subject to partisan question or attack, the ad- 
ministration of government may proceed uninterruptedly 
along an ordemi course and to a further accomplishment 
of progress and prosperity for the people.—Los Angeles 
Times.'

by Sydney Greason, the chief stew- 
ard. 
Byrd's men are going to 


have three "or four square meals a 
day as long as they remain in the 
Antarctic, which will be anywhere 
from 14 months to two years. 


"It takes a lot of food to keep 60 


human 
furnaces 
going In 
frigid 


climates and it takes just the 
right kind of diet," Greason states. 
The care with which the food prob- 
lem was worked out is just one in- 
dication of the thoroughness v:sed 
in planning the entire expedition. 
Nothing has been left to chance. 
Every item of fare was studied and 
passed upon by Dr. Francis D. 
Coman of Johns Hopkins Hospital,

Meals" is more than a slogan—' 
there are cases of dates, fruit 
flavored gelatines, plum puddiugs 
and the like, all nourishing foods, 
but tasty.

With such stupendous food re- 


quirements it is no wonder that 
space on shipboard was at a pre- 
mium, and here again 
careful 


planning solved a crucial problem. 
There is no waste material in the 
foods carried—all bones were re- 
moved from the meats, the milk 
was powdered, the water was re- 
moved from most of the vegetables 
reducing the bulk to one-third, and 
even the dates were pitted -o elim- 
inate 
15 per 
cent unnecessary 


weight. No luxuries are being car 
ried, every article of diet must 
yield its full quota of necessary 
food elements. 


The preparation of menus was no
